Cape Town, May 11.—Lord Roberts

London, May 11—So quickly has 


Lord Roberts advanced that his cav- 
alry is only twenty-two miles from 
Kroonstad, while the main army is 
only eleven miles behind them. 
Hence, in about a day, the British 
will be within striking distance of 
the Orange Free State headquarteis. 
The critics differ widely in opinions 
as to whether any determined stand 
will be made there by the Boers. 


The presence of 10,000 Boers in the 


neighborhood of Thaba N'Chu is con- 
firmed. They are holding a line 
twenty miles north to southeast of 
Thaba N'Chu. A Boer patrol was 
sighted Thursday at Thabapatchoa. 
A detachment of Brabant's 
horse 


puisued the burghers, who retired 
after some fighting. The Brabants 
then took up a position on a hill, 
which they are now holding. Tttere 
were few casualties on the British 
side. The Boer headquarters are at 
Eden. More fighting is expected.

TELL OP BOER ROUTE. 


London, May 11.—A special dis- 


patch from Riet Spiuit, dated May 
10, describing more fully yesterday's 
successful operation, says: 


"General Hamilton's scout had on 


two previous days ascertained the 
Boers' position and strength. On 
Wednesday night the Cheshire regi- 
ment crossed the river, entrenched 
themselves and prepared to hold the 
passage for the regiments following 
them.

LORD ROBERS REPORTS. 


London, May ll.-10:50 a. m.- 


Lord Roberts telegraphs to the war 
office from Riet Spruit, under date of 
May 10, evening, as follows: 


"We have had a state day and have 


driven the enemy from point to point. 
French, with Porter's and Dickson's 
brigades of cavalry and Button's 
mounted infantry, crossed the Zand 
at Vermentens Kraal 
and then 


worked round in a northeasterly di- 
rection to Maatschappy, being op- 
posed continuously by the enemy. 
Pole-Carew'a division and Gordon's 
cavalry brigade, augmented by 'J' 
battery of the royal horse artillery, 
and by Henry's and Ross' mounted 
infantry, crossed the river by a drift 
near the railway bridge. 
My quar- 


ters accompanied this force with the 
infantry portion. 
We are eight 


miles north of the river. 


"The cavalry and mounted in- 


fantry are at Ventersburg road sta- 
tion and Tucker's division is at Deel- 
fonteinnord. 
Ian Hamilton's force 


and Broadwood's cavalry brigade are 
making for the cross roads near Ven- 
tersburg when I last heard from 
them. 


"Hamilton's column met with stub- 


born resistance and Smith-Dorien's 
brigade was engaged for some hours 
in protecting the rear and flank of 
his force. 


"The only casualties reported at 


"At daybreak on Thursday the 


main body crossed at two or three 
points. The mounted infantry weie 
then in action driving oft the advace 
Boers preparatory to a general for« 
ward movement. The Boer right 
first gave way, but fucker and Ham- 
ilton had a tongbw-taak on the left). 
The Boers had six guns and served 
them well, working with great de- 
termination; but the British worked 
up closer and 
closer, their 
guns 


meantime firing incessantly. 


"The East Lancanshire and Sussex 


regiments by 11 o'clock had worked 
well to the front. The order was 
given and like a flash the two regi- 
ments sprang forward simultaneous- 
ly and in a few moments had secured 
two commanding ridges. 


"The advanced line was now within 


twelve hundred yards of the Boers' 
main trench and the latter were al- 
ready losing heart from the demon- 
stration of their flank, but they kept 
up a rapid, though wild, flre. 


"At this moment the final charge 


was ordered and away went the Lan- 
canshires and the Sussex regiments 
again, but the Boers could not stand 
and their faiily bolted, and the rout 
of the Boers along the whole line 
was then complete."

LODGE GIVES ALARM 


Urges Gigantic Navy and Hints at 


Probable War to Preserve 


Monroe Doctrine. 


AN ALLUSION TO GERMANY IN BRAZIL 


Washington, May 11.—During the 


debate on the navy appropriation bill 
today in the senate Mr. Lodge, of 
Massachusetts, made some sensa- 
tional allusions along the line of 
Secretaiy 
Root's recent speech in 


New York, hinting pointedly that 
the time was coming when the 
United States must have a 
great 


navy to protect the Nicaragua canal 
and to maintain the Monroe doctrine. 
"I am by no means sure," said the 
senator significantly, "that some 
European nation (perhaps one whose 
navy is now receiving such rapid in- 
crease) may not test the Monroe doc- 
trine. We may be called upon to 
protect that doctrine in Brazil or 
some other South American country." 


These broad allusions to possibility 


of future trouble with the German 
empire caused a sensation. 


At the conclusion of routine busi- 


ness the senate proceeded to the con- 
sideration of the naval appropriation 
bill, the pending question being the 
amendment of Mr. Tillman, of South 
Carolina, for a straight price of $300 
per ton for armor and an armor plate 
factory to be built by the government 
at a cost not to exceed $4,000,000.

We 
do not need the navy for the protec- 
tion of our insular possessions. The 
danger lies in our own great coast 
line and in the defense of the Mon- 
roe doctrine in this hemisphere. Our 
Atlantic coast is studded with cities 
from the gulf to northern Maine. 
For the defense of this great coast 
and these cities we have no adequate 
fleet. We are about to enter upon 
the construction of an isthmian canal. 
Whether it will be better to fortify 
that canal or not is yet an open 
question. But to control .that canal, 
to defend it, to hold it open for our 
commerce and for the commerce of 
the world, even though it be against 
an enemy's fleet, we must be the 
naval masters of the Caribbean sea. 
We must have a far more powerful 
fleet than we have today. The safety 
of the canal depends upon our fleet. 
All admit that the canal ought to be 
built and the time is near when the 
work will be begun. If we are to

and upon them was based quite a 
remarkable debate, which not only 
developed a great deal of oratory 
but came near culminating in a fist 
icuff.

Charles A. Towne, and by others 
They presented all sides and shade 
of the controversy, the debate lastini 
far into the night before the close 
was reached. 


CHAIRMAN BUNCO STEERER. 
The exciting event of the conven 


tion was reached when ex-Congress 
man Kelly, of South Dakota, becom 
ing excited over a failure to secur 
recognition, rose in his seat and de 
nounced the occupant of the chai 
as a "bunco steerer." To this Chair 
man Patterson responded spiritedly 
There were cries of "put him out,' 
and a number of delegates gathere 
about Mr. Kelly.

CHARLES A. TOWNE. 


Charles A. Towne was born in Ing- 


ham county, Michigan, near the city 
of Lansing, forty-one years ago. His 
parents were in comfortable circum- 
stances, and young Towne, after re- 
ceiving a common school education, 
was sent to Ann Arbor university, 
where he graduated in both the aca- 
demic and law courses. Mr. Towne 
went to Marquette, Mich., where he 
opened a law office and practiced his 
profession for about three years. He 
then moved to Chicago, wheie he 
struggled to establish a practice for 
several months, but gave it up and 
went to Duluth in the spring of 1890. 
He has always taken an active in- 
terest in politics and, until the free 
silver agitation in 1896, was a stanch 
republican. In 1892 he stumped con- 
siderably for the republican ticket 
through the northwest, and his elo- 
quence soon brought him to the front. 
At the next republican congressional 
convention for the 
Duluth district 


Mr. Towne was enthusiastically nom- 
inated for congress and was elected 
with an overwhelming majority. He 
seemed destined to be one of the fore- 
most republicans in the west, until 
in the eaily summer of 1890 he de- 
clared himself in favor of free silver. 
In the fall he was nominated by the 
democrats and populists ns their can- 
didate for congiess, although holding 
his seat in that body as a republican. 
He was defeated by Page Mo»ris by 
nearly 2,000 votes. 
In the fall of 


1898 he was again nominated by the 
fusionists for congress and was once 
more defeated by Morris by a plu- 
rality of 1,000 votes, although he 
carried Duluth, the homp town of 
both candidates, by 1,343. In thf 
summer of 1898 he was chosen as 
national chairman of silver lepub- 
hcans. 


GIST OF THE PLATFORM. 


Declaring its purpose to "bring the

The* People of Masbete Wait in the 


Trenches and a Warm Skir- 


mish Ensues. 


Manila, May 11.—The islanders of 


Mabete received Colonel Harbin's 
expedition differently from those of 
Marinduque, where he left one com- 
pany of the Twenty-ninth regiment 
On approaching the principal town 
Palanoc, the insurgent trenches ap- 
peared to be occupied and the gun 
boat Helen bombarded them Vigor- 
ously, after which three companies 
were landed and took the trenches 
with little resistance.

"My reasons for 
desiring 
more

safety of the United States depends 
upon the strength of cur navy. We 
do not need the navy for the pi elec- 
tion of our insular possessions. The 
danger lies in our own great coast 
line and in the defense of the Mon- 
roe doctrine in this hemisphere. Our 
Atlantic roast is studded with cities 
From the gulf to northern 
Maine. 


For the defense of this great coast 
and these cities we have no adequate 
fleet. We are about to enter upoi 
the construction of an isthmian canal. 
Whether it will be better to fortify 
that canal or not is yet 
an 
open 


question. 
But to control that canal, 


to defrnd it, to hold it open for our 
commerce and for the commerce of 
the world, even though it be against 
an enemy's fleet, we must 
be the 


naval masters of the Caribbean sea, 
We must have a far more powerful 
fleet than we have today. The safety 
of the canal depends upon our fleet. 
All admit that the canal ought to be 
built and the time is near when the 
work will be begun. 
If we are to 


protect that canal as well as our own 
coast we must have a navy proper- 


I am not conjuring np fancits, but I 
believe the way to preserve peace U 
to have such a navy as no power In 
th* world would cart to encounter.** 


Mr. Lodge did not think there was 


anybody who did not believe in th* 
construction 
of a navy powerful 


enough to defend our coast line and 
the Monroe doctrine. 
That waa one 


question on which the American 
people were agreed. 
Ht wanted th* 


navy department to be able to pro- 
ceed with the building of authorized 
ships. 
Already too much time had 


been lost. 
If tbe Monroe doctrin. 


•fconld be endangered or If our coast 
should be menaced we should b« pre- 
pared. 
If we were not prepared, he 


said. It would be a weak excuse that 
we had been engaged in throttllne 
monopoly.
